“Sentiment in favor of an Old Home Week celebration was I 
unanimous, and the interest and enthusiasm displayed by those 
attending the meeting indicate that preparations for the event 
will lye launched in the near future and that it will be a week 
of home celebrations and festivities that will excel 
in every 
respect anything of a local nature ever held here,” is the way 
one member expressed it. 
In approving the proposal, the organization authorized the 
president, C. VV. Cook, to appoint special committees to arrange 
the Old Home Week celebration as soon as he is satisfied that 
sentiment locally is generally in favor of the event.

to enlist the enthusiasm of all the people of the community, and 
the trade body president was requested to completely ignore the 
Chamber of Commerce roster in making up committees, hut in­ 
stead to select persons from the community as a whole who will j 
give active aid in making the event a success.

About a week ago, borough resi­ 
dents of New Oxford noticed a short- 
1893- ' age of water. 
The town council 
met and decided to appeal to the state 
water board. 
It was found that the 
dam had been damaged, reported by 
persons officially connected with the 
situation, intentionally and the flood 
gates opened and locked. 
This per­ 
mitted the wat**r to run through the 
small creek 
into Conewago Creek. 
Through 
t h i s leakage of the w ater 
reserve supply, the stand-pipes were 
almost drained and the depth dropped 
from 65 to 25 feet. 
In event of an 
emergency New Oxford would have 
been seriously hampered. 
C. A. Diehl, owner of the farm land 
a t one time, and who declared that 


h o had transferred ownership of the 
property to his daughter, Mrs., Amie 
K. Diller, who resides with him, a d ­ 
mitted that he had taken some stones 
out of the dam so as to allow some 
water to escape, because, 
he 
said, 
there was a fording at the dam which 
could not Ira crossed unless the w ater 
was lowered. 
He added that he had 
hauled a considerable amount of wood 
across the fording and it was neces­ 
sary that the w aters be low. 
Diehl further stated that the New 
Oxford council had been informed by 
his daughter, in writing, the price for 
which she would dispose of the land, 
but that “ nothing ever came of it 
and the borough has been going ahead 
doing what it pleases since.”
